“Under theee clrciimetancee, I feel that the death 
penalty would violate both the spirit and the letter 
of safeguards against “cruel and unusual punish- 
ments" contained in our Bill of Rights. It would 
smack more of hysteria than of Justice under lav;. 

It would be unworthy of our country. 

“Moreover, it vjould adversely affect the prestige 
of the United States throughout a v»atchlng world. 

I have resided abroad for several years, and know 
that the fate of the Rosenbergs is under the most 
careful scrutiny. Our friends regard that fate as 
as indication of America* s capacity to be strong 
without being vindictive. They hope that hostile 
propagandists will not be given the. excuse of the 
Rosenbergs’ execution in order to make “martyrs" 
of them. 

"Commutation of the death sentence v;ould, therefore, 
strengthen our friends and refute our enemies, 
would reaffirm America’s ability to defend Itself 
'•’ithout sacrificing constitutional principles, and 
would above all temper the demands of Justice with 
the wisdom of mercy. 

“One further v;ord about the so-called Jewish aspects 
of the Rosenberg case. Respite the efforts of 
friendly and hostile groups to inject them, they are 
basically fictitious and irrelevant. I state this, 
knowing that anti-Semites have perverted the case ~ 
as they pervert all things — to their foul uses, anc 
knowing that groups sympathetic to the Rosenbergs 
have sought to engage opinion in their behalf 
because they are Jev;s. 

"In reality the racial and religious issue plays no 
eesontial role one way or another. V/hatever else 
it may be, this is no Dreyfuse Affair. Its Just 
and humane solution must be sought and found not on 
Jewish or antl-Jewleh grounds, but on the merits 
themselves.

Your initial interviev/ with a subject must be 
strictly confined to the organization, or organisations, in question. 
In the event, however, during the course of an interview the sub- 
ject reveals himself to be cooperative, your field of questioning 
may be hroadonod to include matters other than the orgoniZv-tion 
or organizations in .question. • 

The results of your interviews sViould be promptly 
furnished to the Bureau under the au-propriate esue cantion. 

This information should also be channelized to the arnronriate 
case files in your office in order that the results oi' the 
interviews may be reported in connection with the Interviewee* s 
Security Matter c 

Any further action taken by you wi^h i-egard to re- 
contact with a security subject must be strictly in e.ccordanco 
with existing Bureau instructions. Momorande submitted by your 
office requesting authority to interview security aubjccts must 
be on a selective basis and must contain inform :t ion indicoting 
the security subject will be o. dcsir^-ible witnc
